Recent approval of the $200,- 
000 loan for the first two TJC 
dorms will mean an increase in 
valuation of an expanded physical 
plant and increased enrollment, 
but no increase in. taxes. 

The $200,000 dorm loan wall be 
granted through the Housing and 
Home Financing Agency in Wash¬ 
ington and will be liquidated 
through dorm rentals. 

President H. E. Jenkins said 
plans concerning construction of 
the dorms w r ere being worked on 
now and would be submitted be¬ 
fore final approval of the loan. 
Loan grants will be $100,000 each 
for the women’s and men’s dorms. 
The women’s dorm is expected to 
house 48 persons and the men’s 
dorm 54. 

Dr. Jenkins said both dorms 
would be located off the campris, 
north of Gentry Gym on college 


property. He said definite loca¬ 
tions w-ould be decided later but 
speculation was that one dorm 
would face Lake Street and the 
other Baxter. 

Approval of the loan came 
through so fast, he said, that many 
ideas were still in the planning 
state. “Ordinarily,” the president 
said, “a loan of this kind requires 
a matter of months for approval. 
We applied Dec. 18 and got our 
confirmation six weeks later.” 

Completion of the dorms wall 
mean an eight-building physical 
plant plus two Bible centers just 
off the campus. The other build¬ 
ings are Main Building, completed 
in 1948. Student Center, Vocational 
Building, Athletes’ Dorm, Gentry 
Gym, the Fine Arts Building, com¬ 
pleted last fall, and the Methodist 
and Baptist Bible centers on Bax¬ 
ter Street across from the Main 
Building. 
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Oak Tree Planting Begins 
TJC Landscaping Program 


Over 100 oak trees have just 
been planted on the TJC campus. 
The trees are planted in a formal 
arrangement between the Gentry 
Gym and the Main Building. 

They are planted with two rows 
along the east side and one row 
along the west side of the walk¬ 
way from the student center to 
the gym. Two rows, are on the 
west side and one row on the east 
side of the walkway from the 
Main Building to the gym. 


Dean E. M. Potter said this 
planting is only a part of a long 
range landscape program. The 
next portion of the program will 
be the landscaping of the area 
around the new Fine Arts Build¬ 
ing, due to begin immediately. 

Part of the campus in front of 
the main building has already 
been informally landscaped, but 
this is the first formal landscap¬ 
ing to be undertaken at the col¬ 
lege, according to Dean Potter.

UT Answers Questions 
On Transfer Of Credits 


To separate fact from rumor for r 
the graduating high school sen¬ 
iors (and some TJC students), 
Rex Jackson, assistant director of 
admissions at the University of 
Texas, has answered some ques¬ 
tions which might bother students. 

These are the questions asked j 
and the answers he gave: 

Q. — How many hours may be 
transferred from Tyler Junior 
College to the University? 

A. — A maximum of 66 semest¬ 
er hours may be transferred from 
TJC except engineers who can 
transfer a maximum of 72 semest¬ 
er hours. 

Q. — Are grades lowered upon 
transfer? 

A. — Grades on courses trans¬ 
ferred from TJC are never lower¬ 
ed by the University of Texas, j 
Transcripts are filed just as they 
come to us; therefore, those stu¬ 
dents who believe that their 
credits are reduced to C on trans¬ 
fer are in error. 

Q. — Are college grades trans¬ 
ferred from any college averaged 
with University grades for gradu¬ 
ation? 

A. — No. When the academic 
dean at the University of Texas 
computes a student’s grade aver¬ 
age for graduation, only the credit 
completed at the University of 
Texas is included in this average, 
regardless of the college. 

Q. — Will D’s transfer? 

A. — Yes, but a student must 
present a minimum of a C aver¬ 
age on his last two semesters of 
work transferred. If a student 
fails to have a C average on the 
courses passed at Tyler Junior 
College, he simply does not trans¬ 
fer all of his courses. 

Q. __ Will a B offset a D? 

A. — In general, a B in an aca¬ 
demic course will offset a D in 
another three-hour course and 
make that course transferable. 
If a transfer student presents us 
with a transcript of nine hours of 
D and has nine hours of B in aca¬ 
demic subjects, the D’s would be¬ 
come transferable. 

An exception to this rule is that 
at the University of Texas, we re- j 
quire a C average in freshman 
English of our own business ad-

Q. — Can sophomore courses 
taken by a Freshman transfer? 

A. — Beginning courses in ac¬ 
counting, American government, 
philosophy and sociology require 
sophomore standing here as a pre¬ 
requisite and may not be taken by 
Freshmen. Similar courses taken 
elsewhere in the freshman year 
are not acceptable here at full 
value on transfer. 

Q. — Will all courses apply on 
a degree? 

A. — No degree credit is allow¬ 
ed for physical training, orienta¬ 
tion, chorus, engineering prob¬ 
lems, slide rule and one-hour 
courses in library science. 

Q. — Is credit given for a col¬ 
lege course if the student has 
previously taken that course in 
high school? 

A. — Credit is not given for 
college trigonometry except in the 
College of Engineering if the stu¬ 
dent has taken trigonometry in 
high school. Similarly, credit is 
not allowed for two high school 
units in a Romance Language and 
for the elementary course in col¬ 
lege in the same language. 

Q. — If all credits transfer from 
TJC, why do some students lose 
credits hours upon transferring? 

A. — A student loses credit up¬ 
on transferring for two reasons — 
either he has changed his major or 
changed senior college preference. 
Either could cause him to lose 
hours transferring from TJC or 
from any other college.

Graduates Can Apply 
For Tulsa Scholarships 

The University of Tulsa is of¬ 
fering an unlimited number of 
scholarships to junior college 
graduates.

The scholarships are being offer¬ 
ed to some 140 junior colleges in 
10 states. 

Full and half-tuition awards

1957.

To High School Students 


High school students from every 
town in East Texas are eligible to 
enter the $200 Texas Eastern 
School of Nursing essay contest. 

Entries are to be in the hands 
of Miss Eulah Pullen, director of 
the Texas Eastern Schoc' of Nurs¬ 
ing in Tyler, not later than April 
1. 

The writer of the winning essay 
will be awarded a $200 scholarship 
to the Texas Eastern School of 
Nursing. Winner of the area con¬ 
test will automatically enter the 
state contest sponsored by the 
Texas State Hospital Association 
which includes 16 other areas. 

Winner of the state contest will 
receive a $100 government bond 
from the Texas Hospital Associa¬ 
tion and an expense-paid trip to 
the Association’s 28th annual con¬ 
vention at the Shamrock-Hilton 
Hotel in Houston, for presenta¬ 
tion of the award May 16. 


Essays are to be written on 
“Why I Have Chosen Nursing as 
a Career,” from 250 to 500 words 
in length. Details concerning the 
essays may be obtained from any 
high school principal or super¬ 
intendent. 

Finalist essays in the 17 area 
hospital councils will be judged 
by a committee appointed by the 
Board of Trustees of the Texas 
Hospital Association. Winner on 
the state level will be notified on 
the week of April 29. Miss Pullen 
said the area winner would prob¬ 
ably be announced about two 
weeks before or around the mid¬ 
dle of April. 

Last year’s area contest winner 
was Emma Ann Hemby of Pales¬ 
tine and now a student in the 
School of Nursing. Emma Ann’s 
essay placed third in the state 
contest. Miss Pullen reported 
eight entries last year from the 
Future Nurses Club in Palestine.

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Junior College Is 


Coming Of Age 


Doubled academic enrollment, at Tyler 
Junior College within the last five 
years, responsible for the rapid growth in its 
physical plant, is indicative of the high school 
graduates’ recognition of junior college ad¬ 
vantages. 

Fifteen per cent more students graduate 
from high school now than did 10 years ago 
and half of those graduates go on to college, 
as a result one of every four Americans is en¬ 
rolled in school this year. 

A senior college president who whole¬ 
heartedly endorses the junior college, Presi¬ 
dent Robert Gordon Sproul of the University 
of California, says junior colleges are the 
answer to these crowded conditions in senior 
institutions. They carry the major portion 
of the lower division load, thereby enabling 
senior colleges to use their facilities more 
extensively for upperclassmen and graduate 
students. 

Dr. Sproul says (< 1 would today urge 
high school graduates to attend junior 
colleges unless there is a compeling rea¬ 
son—absence in the local program of 
prequisites courses for that particular 
career — for thef to go to a four- 
year college away from home. 

The Texas Board of Education recently 
termed public junior colleges “valuable as¬ 
sets to the state ” and has adopted policies 
encouraging close-to-home higher education. 

Having established the growing impor¬ 
tance of junior colleges, consideration turns 
to the immediate problem—whether to at¬ 
tend Tyler Junior College. 

Admittedly attending TJC has disadvan¬ 
tages, but people sometimes don’t stop to 
think the advantages might outweigh the dis¬ 
advantages. 

TJC has one of the highest scholastic rec¬ 
ords of any junior college in the nation. A 
report to Dean E. M. Potter from Rex Jack- 
son , assistant dean of admissions at the Uni¬ 


versity of Texas, reveals that TJC transfers 
make among the highest averages of any 
other transfers. 

The college is accredited by the Southern 
Association of Junior Colleges, the highest 
rating it can have. Credits transfer any¬ 
where without question. 

Lack of a cafeteria is a great inconven¬ 
ience, but students either bring lunches from 
home or use the quick snack bar in the stu¬ 
dent center. 

Riding the bus is an unpleasant repetition 
of high school for those who live away from 
Tyler, but sometimes lasting friendships are 
made when people ride together every day. 
Plans to build two dorms, housing approxi¬ 
mately 50 persons in each, will satisfy those 
who prefer not to commute daily. 

One of the greatest advantages of TJC is 
that students can “sort of get into the spirit 
of college life” without being dumped into a 
crowd of thousands of strangers and left to 
“sink or swim.” In a small college, people be¬ 
come more intimately acquainted and learn 
to get along with others. 

The financial strain on parents is terrific 
when they have a “child” away froin home. 
It is usually a good idea to stay home for two 
years before the real struggle begins. Sev¬ 
eral scholarships are available here for out¬ 
standing students. One of the most valuable 
is the recent $500 scholarship for a science or 
engineering major, established by George W. 
Pirtle. 

Individual guidance from teachers is im¬ 
portant to a student just entering college. 
Instructors at TJC do not have so many stu¬ 
dents that they cannot devote a great deal 
of time to helping the individual. 

As for me , Fm willing to take the 
opinion of educational leaders and add 
to it my own enjoyment of TJC and urge 
all high school seniors in this area who 
are going to college to come to TJC!

Roundy Coughlin of the Wiscon¬ 
sin State Journal down for the 
Sugar Bowl wrote: “And the 
Sugar Bowl had a whale of a 
setup. It was the finest I have 
ever seen. It was the Apache 
Belles from Tyler, Texas, Tyler 
Junior College. They were the 
greatest I ever saw for a between- 
halves show. I even waved my 
typewriter at them.” 

New Orleans Columnist Grif¬ 
fin: “Ziegfeld couldn’t have done 
better than Irwin Poche with that 
halftime entertainment, those 
Apache Belles from Tyler, Texas 
rocken n’rolled like a chorus line.”

Bill Presented To Make 
Del Mar Senior College 

A bill designed to allow Del Mar 
to become a four year senior col¬ 
lege, House Bill 49 and Senate 
Bill 62, has been introduced into 
the Texas Legislature. 

Petitions will be circulated 
among the student body, request¬ 
ing passage of the bill. 

Passage of the bill does not 
guarantee that Del Mar would be¬ 
come a senior college, as the voters 
of the Del Mar district must ap¬ 
prove in an election the addition 
of the last two years. 

The bill would have the effect of 
limiting Del Mar’s degrees to the 
liberal arts, science, cultural arts, 
and business departments, as it 
prohibits the offering of degrees in 
the fields of engineering, law, 
medicine, journalism, architecture, 
or pharmacy.

By watching closely, students in 
French and German who attend 
the Tyler Civic Theater’s presen¬ 
tation of “Reclining Figure” may 
recognize their language teacher 
as he appears on the stage and 
speaks a few lines of French. 

Usually smooth speaking and 
immaculately dressed, Gene Thur¬ 
man may be hard to recognize on 
stage as an aged French profes¬ 
sor. The play, a three-act comedy, 
will begin Feb. 18 and run for a 
week. 

Thurman’s usual manner of 
speaking is a short clipped accent, 
the development of which he at¬ 
tributes to his study of languages 
—he teaches French and German 
and did teach Spanish—and his 
travels abroad. 

In the summer of 1953 he toured 
several European countries by mo¬ 
torbike. Going over by boat, he 
spent about three months biking 
from city to city and country to 
country stopping each night at a 
Youth Hostel. 

These hostels, the traveler’s 
home away from home, is support¬ 
ed by an international association 
to which a person may belong for a 
fee. Members may spend nights in 
these hostels for a small charge 
by furnishing his own bedding 
and preparing his own meals. 

Some of them are renovated 
houses and some are buildings con¬ 
structed specifically for the use 
of association members. They are 
located within hiking distance of 
each other in most European 
countries and a few have been es¬ 
tablished in the United States. 

On his journey, Thurman wore 
simple bicycling clothes — shorts 
and T-shirt—and ate picnic lunch¬ 


es of bread, cheese, sausages, and 
milk which he carried with him. 

A lover of classical music, he 
collects records of very old and 
serious 20th Century music. His 
French and German labs are 
spiced with songs of the respective 
language and he even taught the 
second-year French class a Latin 
Christmas song. 

Because he wants to share his 
appreciation of music with others, 
he is considering a plan by which 
interested students may meet and 
hear selections from his record col¬ 
lection. 

A native of Atlanta, Georgia, 
Thurman received a bachelor of 
arts degree in French from Em¬ 
ory University in Atlanta. 

The one thing he has failed to 
find in Tyler that would make his 
life complete is a tennis partner. 
Of TJC he says that he finds the 
students very co-operative and the 
surroundings enjoyable in which
